Once on the slope if we get a thaw the r~st 
will go on its own and I'll find other work for the arms. 

This is why I waited until I'd not be going out to work any more to hear the first

No store in Frederick sells 
enough tapes to be able to get a quantity price. 

I hope what I've been writing Hoch about is clear to you. I have to give this more 
thought when I can but I'm inclined more to the view that the deliberative process was 
not involved - foreclosing it was.

I suggest that you do your own thinking on it. We may well be raising that very
